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THE FARM. 
DEEP SOIL FOR THE GARDEN. 
A wise gardener who was very suc 

cessful with his garden cccupied an 

acresof ground. But when conversing 
about his gardep he used to inform 
quesitioners ‘that: he cultivated two 
acres. This was to his newer friends. 
SButthis he aid toexplain that, instead 
of digging up the ground some five 
or six inches deep, es most cultivators 
do, he stirred it up to a foot or more 
having one of his acres beneath the 
other. This piece of wisdom is, how- 
ever, net generally perceived. Double 
the crops can certainly be obtained 
from ground joosened in this manner. 


But this is not understood by the ordi- 
mary cultivator. Those who are en- 


gaged in the cultivation of the beet | 


especially know that land is always 
doubled in value when subsoiled—that 
is to say, when the under surface 1s 
deeply loosened. It is now well un- 
derstood that a pulverized soil will 
hold air and moisture, so necessary to 
successful culture, to a much greater 
extent than earth that is packed solid, 
60 that air and moisture cannot be 
retuined. In the drier weather, plants 
will not grow and flourish when un- 
der ordinary shallow culture. The 
plants struggle along and appear tired 
of life. We know of a gardener who 
digs up or loosens a small tract of 
land to a depth of nearly two feet, on 
which,in August, he plants bush beans. 
He has fine products in September. The 

pans become very surely “Snap- 

horts,” as they are technically called, 
breaking like a fine piece of glass and 
without the slightest sign or stringi- 
ness. He is the envy of all other grow- 
ers, who are jealous of the high re- 
turn this crop brinzs him, but all are 
tog slow to take up the method by 
which these great results are accom- 
plished. 


| PREPARE GROUND WELL FOR 
; OATS. 


Of all the other crops none is so care- 


Bessly put in as is this one, says a 
writer. I have seen farmers plow 
their ground so wet that it was im- 
possible to get it in order, and as a 
result # poor crop is secured. Last 
year I knew a 20-acre field that had 
not been plowed for two years. It was 
u wheat field which had been seeded 
in corn the previous year. An im- 
mense crop of weeds had grown up 
after the wheat. A few of the weeds 
were raked off. The oats seed was 
sowed on the hoed ground, which was 
then gone over with a spading har- 
row, and that was all the labor put 
uid the field. As might be expected 
there were no oats to cut. Good crops 
have been raised by sowing in stalk 
ground, plowing in with t doulile 
corn plow and then harrowing, but this 
ils an uncertain plan. 

Last fall I had my oats ground plow- 
ed, as I always try to do. ‘The field 
was an old meadow. I[t broke up hard 
and rough, but now it is in splendid 
condition. The rains and freezing 
have leveled and mellowed it, so that 
a sinige harrowing will put it in fine 
condition. A day or two of good wea- 
ther will fit it for the harrow and drill. 
The oats can be put in before the oth- 
er ground will be fit to plow. The 
great advantage is that it can be put 
in early and in good condition. 


INCREASED EGG-PRODUCTION. 


One of the best methods of increasing 
the capacity of fowls for egg-produc- 
tion is to set the eggs of those fowls 
which are themselves most prolific of 
eggs. It is, of course, assumed that 
the hens are mated with full-bred eocks 
of the best egg-producing breeds. There 
are even in full-bred fowls some indi- 
vidual pecularities, @hich count for 
much, end one of these ia the propen- 
Bity to give the largest part of bodily 

nergy und feed to egg-production. The 

ns that are best for this purpose are 
always lively, and have particularly 
bright red combs. When they stop 
laying they are not mopish and do not 
fatten, but continue lively and soon 
begin laying again. A flock of fowls 
bred from such hens, and thus con- 
tinued for three or four generations, 
would produce a breed whose chief dis- 
tinction would not be form or. color, 
but the ability to produce the greatest 
number of eggs in a season. This we 
believe is the way in which the best 
egg-producing breeds have been origi- 
nated, and it is certainly necessary to 
keep them from degenerating in this 
respect. ,

EARLY SEEDING OF PEAS AND 
OATS. 


Have no fears about sowing the peas 
and oats too early, or about getting 
too much of this crop. It is just as 
good for hay as for grain, and is as 
valuable for grain as for hay. It of- 
fers the advantage of allowing one to 
get it with profit at any period of its 
growth after the peas are half grown. 
Peas and oats 1 bu to corn 2 bu make 
a most excellent ration for milch cows, 
or cheap fare for work horses, while 
_the straw of the ripe crop if cured 
| right will take the place of good hay. 


FOR GRAPEVINE LEAF HOPPER. 


A spray of kerosene and water seems 
to have no immediate effect upon 
| grapevine leaf hoppers, although this 


|is often recommended. A tobacco ex- 

tract known as scab cura sheep dip 
applied as a spray has proved fairly 
successful when used in the strength 
of one to ten. 


OPIUM FROM LETTUCE. 

A sort of opium is obtained from the 
common lettuce. The scientists give 
| it a long name, which, no doubt, means 
| something very learned and profound, 
and declare that they find important 
differences Letween the opium of the 
lettuce and the opium of the poppy; 
but, for all practical purposes, the one 
is identical with the other. Many 4 
man who has eaten lettuce knows bow 
sleepy it cuuses him to become an hour 
or so after dinner, and the older the 
lettuce the greater the sleepiness for 
inmature lettuce, the milk juice is well 
developed and all the properties of the 
opium are present.

‘and country, but the following letter 
,from Richard Cornelius of Victor-road, 
| Colchester, shows that his ‘‘Soldier Fa- 
| mily” will take a lot of beating: 

I have frequently seen accounts in 
‘your valuable paper of soldier families. 
|I think. perhaps, this might take a 


place. 

My father was a soldier in the old 
11th Foot. My eldest brother enlist- 
ed in the 4th Light Dragoons, and was 
‘all through the Crimean War, also the 
‘Balaclava charge. The second broth- 
‘er was twenty-one years in the Ist Nor- 


thumberland and Royal Fusiliers. He 
‘has four sons and one daughter. The 
oldest son is at present color-sergeant 
jin the 2nd Northumberland Fusiilers. 
The second son is sergennt in the 2nd 
Royal Fusiliers, the third son is a sap- 
iper in the Royal Engineers; and the 
fourth son is about to enlist.

Some Characteristics of the Russian Capital 
aad Its Inhabitanis. +. 

Of all the eccentris actions committed 
by Peter the Great—and they were 
not a few—the founding of St. Peters- 
burg deserves to rank among the fore- 
most. He wanted, he said, “a window 
looking out into Europe,” and with de- 
spotic inconsistency he fixed upon one, 
the panes of which are, to continue the 
simile, frosted half the year, and, 
therefore; useless for spectacu‘ar pur- 
poses. Stranger still, the site he se- 
lected for his building operations was 
nothing but a vast quagmire. 

As you stand in the gallery that 
rings the vast golden dome of St.Isaac’s 
Cathedral, this capital with so strange 
an origin is spread like a map before 
you.

The black waters run almost Jevel with 
the granite emlankments that hold the 
river-god in order: while 3 great arm 
from the Baltic, stretching up to the 
lower city in a broad expanse of roll- 
ing Waves, seems ever to threaten 4 
terrible inundation.

THE TRADES UNION LABEL. 


Referenee has already been made in 
this column to the injary inflicted on 
the cause of legitimate labor organiz 
ation by the action of the Senate in 
throwing out the Lill which provided 
that a trade union label should be pro. 
tected as is any other trade mark, and 
inferentially gave the opportunity to 
make known to a divcriminating public 
the goods that were manufacturtd by 
union labor. The demand wes a rea 
sonable and simpin one to which no 
employer should objact if he were dis- 
posed to act fairly with hismen. The 
Government supported the measure and 
the Liberal members of both Houses 
endorsed it, but the Senate agsio bicck- 
ed the way of progressive legislation 
and killed the bill. How very real 
the injury thus done ie, may be judged 
by the following despatch from London, 
England, tu the Toronto Globe :-— 

“ A large item of Canadian export 
to Great Britain is seriously threaten 
ed by the boycott of the Carpenter's 
Union throughout the United Kingdom 
upon all goods wade by non union men. 
The union men refuse to handle them. 
Ontario alone exported $217,959 of 
these goods last year, and as there is 


general scheme for disseminating a 
knowledge of scientific farming.

FORTITUDE OF TURKISH SOLDIERS. 


ase 
A Leg Amputated Without Taking Chilore 
form and Never Uttered a Groaa. 


An English surgeon, Doctor Ryan, 
while serving with the Turkish army 
in the campaign of 1877-78, saw & mar- 
vellous exhibition of the fortitude that 
resisis pain and sustains with cheer- 
fulness a violent physical shock. _ 

The surgeon's first capita! operation 
was performed on a Turkish soldier 
whose knee had been shattered by a 
shell. He refused to take chloroform, 
and the surgeon took his leg off above 
the knee. 

He never groaned nor uttered an ex- 
clamation, but smoked a cigarette dur- 
ing the operation. When the Turkish 
captain came around with his note- 
book to take down the name, age and 
regiment of each wounded man, this 
patient answered quietly all questions, 
though the surgeon was stitching up 
the flap of skin over the stump. 

At the first battle of Plevna Doctor 
Ryan worked all day among the 
wounded. In his book, “Under the 
Red Crescent,” he records that in all 
his surgical experience he has never 
known men to exhibit sucn fortitude 
under intense agony as did these Turk- 
ish soldiers. 

The recovery of the wounded, consid- 
ering the unfavorable conditions under 
which they were trented, filled him 
with wonder. Their injuries were ter- 
rible, but their splendid physique, un- 
impaired by intemperance, 
many of them, after a few weeks in the 
hospital, to resume their ptaces in the 
ranks.

NOISELESS GUNS. 


i ——_ 
Fature Battles May Be Fought Without 
Noise or Smeke. 

As we have smokeless powéar, 30 wa 
may have. if Colonel Humbert’s gun 
proves to be a success, a noiseless fire- 
arm, and then the result will be in 
case of war a smokeless, noiseless bat- 
tle. ‘The new gun is so made gs to pre 
vent a flash and to exclude the air 
from abruptly entering the piece, such 
entrance being the chief cause of the 
detonation. The beech of the gun is 
provided with a shutter, which lies 
directly under the ball or projectile. 
When the gun is fired the projectile 
takes on its usual velocity, but the in- 
stant it leaves the shutter this flles 
up behind the ball, preventing the 
flash and the exit of the gas resuiting 
from the burning powder. There ara 
& number of small apertures in the 
breech of the piece through which the 
gas slowly escapes. The shutter ra 
mainsin its vertical position until the 
gas has escaped, and then it returns 
to its place at the bottom of the 
bore. _ 

The inventor has had a gun made to 
test the value of the invention practi- 
cally, and the experiments give very 
satisfactorily the results expected, al- 
though the recoil of the gun was not 
reduced as war anticipated. One great 
object to be attained in the manufac- 
ture of large or small arms is simplic- 
ity, but all the arms now in use are so 
complicated that no smal! amount of 
training is necessary to qualify one 
to use them effectively, even if it is 
only a musket. How much the device 
of Colonel Humbert will complicate 
artillery and guns cannot be de- 
cided, but the invention has proved to 
be of a good deal of interesi to mili- 
tary men and experts who have exe 
amined it,

THE BEETLE AND THE CAMERA. 


Carried One Long Before Photography Was 
Found Out, 

Thousands of years before the inven- 
tive genius of men discovered the mul- 
tifold: mysteries of photography and

| little beetle was carrying round with

hundred photographic lenses, each per-

All know that the beetle has the 


curious projecting eye, very similar to

himvwlf. The eye is large and round, 
or almost so. It can hardly be called 
a perfect sphere, for it is slightly con- 
vex in shape. Such insects have eyes 
called compound, formed not of one 
lens, but of several hundreds, set side 
by side, like cells in a heneycomb 

} Dr. Allen, of England, the famons 
| Scientist, as well as physician, took the 
; cornea of the eye of a beetle and em- 
ployed it in place of the usual photo 
| graphic lens of the camera used for 
| making photographs of microscopic ob- 
jects. A silhouette of a head wag 
pasted on a piece of ground glass and 
a lamp placed behind it. A photogra- 
| phic dry plate was exposed to the light 
coming through the beetle’s eye from

the silhouette and developed in the 
usual manner. 

The resulting multigraph was cir- 
icular, and contained several hundred 


images of the profile—oue, indeed, for 
each facet of the eye It seems rea- 
aenably clear that insects form thelr 
judgments of distance from such mul- 
tiple images. depending upon (he pow- 
er of each facet to refract light rays. 
The nearer the object the greater 
would be the area covered by the im 
ages on the retina.
